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Changes planned for Tewksbury center

Tewksbury's town center will be 
going through some changes in the 
near future, thanks to state funding 
secured by state Rep. Jim Miceli. 

A state appropriation of $350,000 
to fund the project was signed by 
Governor Mike Dukakis as part of 
the fiscal year 1988 budget and 
plans are now being formulated for 
the changes. 

Rep. Miceli visited Tewksbury 
town center on Tuesday to show the 
area to the state engineer who will 
be overseeing the work. 

The proposed changes will be 
dramatic. 

Pleasant Street will be widened 
under the proposal, with a traffic 
light installed at the intersection of 
Pleasant and Main Streets. 

Common Street will be closed, 
loamed and grassed over between 
the fire station and Main Street, and 
the horseshoe drive for town hall 
will dead-end near the fire station. 

‘There are currently three ways of 
turning south from East Street onto 
Main, but the new traffic plan 
would only allow one, using the 
lights at Pleasant Street. The small 
strip of road which now allows 
right turns from East Street onto 
Main will be removed and grassed, 
and a larger traffic island will be 
installed on East Street to forbid 
left turns. 

An informal meeting was held in 
the town hall driveway on Tuesday. 
On hand to discuss the project with 
Miceli were Selectman Paul 
Sullivan, Fire Chief James Morris, 
planning board member Wilfred 
Lambert, appeals member Lou 
Carciofi and DPW Superintendant 
Bill Burris 

Also on hand were former select- 
man Dick Morris, who has been 
heading up the Tewksbury Town 
Center Committee, and Alfred 
Laing, district projects engineer 
for the state DPW. Laing will be in 
overall charge of the project, in 
part due to Main Street being a state 
road (Route 38.) 

The Tewksbury Board of Select- 
men this Week publicly thanked 
Morris for his efforts in planning 
the town center changes. 

‘The project still has a few hurtles 


and what effect the traffic changes 
might have. 

Also under discussion is a set of 
yellow flashing lights on Pleasant 
Street, to block traffic for emer- 
gency vehicles coming out of the 
fire station. 

Laing said the town center 
proposal will be put out for 
competitive bidding before any 
work begins, but said there is not 
yet any timetable set for the work.

Chestnut Estates Il 
Questions raised on canal, traffic impact

Drainage and high water, impact 
on the Middlesex Canal, and 
increased traffic were the main 
concerns of Butters Row residents 
and the Middlesex Canal Associa- 
tion at a planning board hearing on 
Chestnut Estates II Tuesday night. 
The 30 lot definitive subdivision 
abuts its 17 lot counterpart, Chest- 
nut Estates I, and is being 
developed by Northeast Develop 
ment Corp. off Chestnut Street and 
Butters Row. 

Approximately 15 abutters came 
out to express their views, even 
though chairman Carole Hamilton 
said the hearing would be continued 
to January 12 to give the town's 
engineering consultants a chance to 
turn in their findings on the plan, 
Many of the concerns mentioned 
are also expected to surface at 
tonight's Conservation Commission 
hearing on the same subdivision. 

Engineer Ken Miller said the 30 
homes would tie into the town 
sewer and use town water. There 
would be granite curbs and 
sidewalks on both sides of the 
subdivision, he added, A water and 
sewer impact study will also be 
required by the Water and Sewer 
Commission 

Many neighbors questioned 
Miller's plan to direct surface road 
drainage to lot 23, which is adjacent 
to the historic Middlesex Canal 
Neighbors sought reassurance his 
plan wouldn't increase flooding 
problems in and around their 
homes and negatively impact the 
nearby canal, Miller said he will 
put in an earthen dam and a weir 
(concre! Structure) to restrict 
water flow and keep runoff 
potential the same as before 

Butters Row resident Herbert 
Fielding explained that when his 
wife Julia and her father gave that 
portion of the canal to the 
Middlesex Canal Association, it was 
with the provision that it be kept in 
its original condition. He said he 
was afraid the increased water flow

Susan Earls was only one of 
several Butters Row residents who 
spoke on the traffic situation and 
drivers who speed and pose a 
danger to area children. 

"They fly down the road,” she 
said, adding that by allowing 


Butters Row to access the property, 
the board was creating a 
"dangerous problem.” Others 
explained with the road being used 


as a shortcut to Burlington Avenue, 
there was enough of a traffic 
problem there already. They said 
they preferred other alternatives 
such as a suggestion by Betty 
Bigwood to dead-end the main 
subdivision road midway to cut 
down on through traffic. 

Hamilton said her board would 
consider Bigwood's suggestion. She 
added members would also consult 
with town engineers on the impact 
to the Middlesex Canal and with the 
safety officer for help with traffic 
problems. 

Planners have until February 4 to 
review the plan, go over comments 
from other boards, and reach a 
decision.

Frankly speaking

It's about this time of year that Beacon Hill closely 
resembles Down Town Crossing at Christmas time. With 
the 1987 legislative session drawing to a close, there is a 
great deal of activity with a number of lobbyists and 
legislators praying their bills won't die. And, some of the 
bills have been more interesting than others. In this 
category has been the debate concerning weekend 
furloughs granted to prison inmates convicted of murder. 

The issue first came to light because of a prisoner named 
William Horton. Last spring, Horton, who was serving 
time for first degree murder in a Massachusetts prison, 
was temporarily released as part of the ongoing furlough 
program. 

Unfortunately for a Maryland couple, William Horton 
proved true to his past nature. While on his furlough, 
Horton broke into the Maryland home of Clifford Barnes. 
After tying Barnes up in the cellar and beating him, Horton 
began to rape Barnes’ girl friend, Angela. When his 
rampage was finally completed, Horton stole Bames' car, 
only to be apprehended by Maryland police, who captured 
him after a shoot out. 

When tried for his crime before a Maryland judge, 
Horton was given a life sentence, with the court promising 
never to send him back to Massachusetts where, the judge 
said, they are too lenient. 

The state legislature quickly jumped into the act, and 
took a close look at the furlough program. 

After the Horton case, State Rep. Larry Giordano 
(D-Methuen) filed a bill calling for an end to furloughs for 
prisoners convicted of first degree murder. Following 
this, two committees in the House began long and detailed 
studies of the issue. The Giordano Bill was first referred 
to the Human Services and Elderly Affairs Committee, 
where it was reviewed for three months. Human Services 
proposed the furlough program be tightened up, though 
furloughs for first degree murderers should not be ended 
all together. 

Next, the Post Audit and Oversight Committee began 
hearings which produced proposals that State Rep. 
Geoffrey Beckwith described as "very comprehensive". 

But on this past Monday, both of those committees took 
the back burner to a floor fight led by State Rep. Jim 
Miceli. Miceli debated in favor of the Giordano bill, 
which bans furloughs for first degree murderers entirely. 
In an interview with the Town Crier, Miceli said that, "A 
person who takes another persons’ life shouldn't be eligible 
for furlough.” 

Miceli was acting on behalf of the Ways and Means 
Corhmittee, which had endorsed the Giordano bill on a 10 - 
2 vote. On Monday, the bill easily passed by a 119 - 30 
vote in the House Chamber, sending it to Bills in Third 
Reading. 

But State Rep. Geoffrey Beckwith was one of the 
minority votes cast against the Giordano Bill. Beckwith 
questions the hasty move by Ways and Means to endorse 
the total elimination of furloughs, and described it as a 
“simplistic bumper sticker approach to the issue.” 

Beckwith cited statistics that of 4,908 furloughs granted 
to first degree muderers from 1972 to 1976, which 
represents under 400 convicts, only eleven resulted in 
escape; with only three of these occurring in the last three 
years. "That's a .05% escape rate", said Beckwith, "which 
is lower than the overall prison escape rate of .5%". 

Rep. Beckwith went on to say that,"Without furloughs, 
prisons will probably be more dangerous, and general 
programs will suffer. If ‘lifers' are never given even a 
weekend, you'll find they will be more violent, and there 
will be greater rates of escapes." 

As an alternative to the Giordano Bill, Beckwith calls for 
a stricter screening program for potential furlough 
candidates, and greater supervision. 

Commenting on his wide margin of defeat in the bill 
vote, Beckwith said, "We knew we'd get whipped, but I 
think there are a lot more people who felt like voting for 
the Human Services and Elderly Affairs Committee 
version. But when push came to shove, the Legislature 
didn't make the tough decision." 

‘The prospects for the bill in the Senate look very good, 
and State Senator Bob Buell said that the furlough system 
“hasn't been very well managed." However, Buell raised 
another issue tied to this which has been mentioned by 
Republicans in the House, and that is the death penalty. 
Referring to William Horton, the convicted murderer who 
terrorized the Maryland couple while on furlough, Buell 
said, "He should have got the chair.” 

Chances are that the couple in Maryland wished there had 
been a Giordano Bill a long time ago. Or perhaps instead, 
capital punishment in Massachusetts.

Don't blame Hallisey 
for John Chmura's decision

The atmosphere of political infighting and name-calling has | 
gotten out of hand in Tewksbury over the town manager issue, and 
its well past time to set a few things aright. 

Tewkbury Selectman Paul Sullivan, with the aid of the Lowell 
Sun, has been trying to make political hay out of John Chmura's 
decision not to accept the Tewksbury town manager position. What 
really happened in Maine is much simpler than most people realize. 

Sullivan (with the Sun's help) made accusations that Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen Bill Hallisey failed to get in touch with 
Chmura in a timely fashion, causing Chmura to back out. That's | 
flat wrong. Another assertion is that both Hallisey and Selectman 
John "Jay" Kelley have been trying to obstruct the town manager 
process all along. That too is wrong. 

I stayed on the phone until 9 p.m. on the night before Thanks- 
giving and called four different states, three newspapers, one 
television station, and talked with John Chmura and his wife. I'm 
here to state plainly that the Chmuras declined the Tewksbury 
position simply because they didn't want to leave Waterville, 
Maine, Chmura said he understood the pay and benefits, and had 
no confusion at all, but after a long and serious discussion, the 
Chmuras just decided to stay where they are. Period. 

One plausible explanation for staying in Maine might be found in 
Chmura's real estate situation. How would you feel about trying to 
sell a house in central Maine, during the Christmas season, only to 
move into a real estate market where the value of your home would 
only provide a fair down payment? It wouldn't be any fun, 

If the Chmuras understood the level of infighting and petty 
political bickering in Tewksbury, then perhaps nobody would 
blame them for wishing to stay in the quiet fgstness of Maine, The 
Chmuras instead agreed that things look bright for them in 
Waterville, with a supportive City Council and a new mayor taking 
office when the new year begins, along with friends and the usual 
ties to the area, Mrs. Chmura, in fact, called Maine a "neat state." 

As for claims made by Sullivan of "obstructionism" caused by 
Hallisey and Kelley, the evidence just isn't there. Hallisey once told 
me he had (emphasis on the past tense) supported the idea of an 
elected town manager, but admitted that since the issue has heen 
decided by the voters, he’s changed his position and is now in favor 
of the town manager position, however the job may be filled. 

Anyone who attends or watches the Tuesday night Board of 
Selectmen meetings will note that Sullivan has been going after 
both Hallisey and Kelley for some time now, and the Chmura 
incident is just so much political fodder. 

Chmura said both Hallisey and Kelley called him repeatedly, 
between the time the board appointed him to the position and his 
last-minute decision not to accept. Mr. and Mrs. Chmura agreed 
that Hallisey and Kelley were businesslike and friendly on the 
phone, and that they made frequent contact. If the two were trying 
to obstruct the town manager process, they would have never 
called at all, let alone frequently. 

As for Hallisey being called away on a "medical emergency,” and 
thus being unable to get in touch with Chmura, there was no 
confusion there either. Chairman Hallisey said he had to rush his 
father-in-law, who is 94, to the hospital by ambulance on 
Thursday, and that the elderly gentleman almost died. Chmura said 
that he understood Hallisey's situation completely, sympathized 
with him, and said he didn't mind the delay one bit. 

Chmura told me flat out that his inability to meet with Hallisey 
had no bearing whatsoever on his decision, and said the issue is 
being made into a political football in Tewksbury. He's right. 

Selectmen Hallisey and Kelley are simply not to blame for 
Chmura's decision to stay in Maine. There was no neglect, no 
complaints by Chmura over the town manager's pay level, and no 
bittemess over delays in not meeting with Hallisey sooner. 

Instead, the Lowell Sun appears to be taking sides in Tewksbury's 
unfortunate level of political gamesmanship, and that is not a 
proper role for a newspaper. Selectman Sullivan, who seems to 
have friends at the Sun -- judging by the coverage he's been given 
to the exclusion of Hallisey -- should apologize to his colleagues on 
the board for trying to make a political mountain out of this 
ridiculous molehill. The Sun should offer some apologies as well. 

Hopefully David Cressman, who was given the town manager job 
after Chmura’s withdrawal, will realize that he has walked into a 
political artillery range, and will disregard the inherent dangers of 
holding office in Tewksbury. With luck Mr. Cressman will come 
out swinging when he arrives to begin his duties. There can be little 
question that a strong, impartial and -- most importantly -- 
apolitical hand is needed to set Tewksbury back on track for the 
future. Tewksbury voters realize that the town is rife with political 
infighting, and most are trusting that the town manager will be able 
to rise above the infighting and clear the air, once and for all, 

And the voters should never, ever be denied their wishes.

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History students 
study roots 


Advanced Placement American 
History students at Wilmington 
High recently completed family and 
local history projects designed to 
make the study of history more 
relevant to young people. In an 
attempt to bring history closer to 
home, students were asked to 
complete historical studies of either 
some aspect of local history or their 
own family history. 

Many of the students chose to 
complete family history projects, 
which included a family tree or 
chart, and a written biographical 
sketch of the family, Students were 
also expeeted to personalize their 
history projects by including a 
family album of pictures, a map 
designating family roots, or a case 
study of a particular member of 
their family. 

By studying their own family 
histories, it was hoped that students 
would achieve a better under 
standing of major historical events 
as well as relate to more recent 
historical periods. 

The results surprised teacher 
Linda Hayes as well as the students 
themselves. They attacked the pro- 
ject with an enthusiasm and interest 
not often found in history classes, 
and the finished products created a 
tremendous amount of excitement 
among the young historians. 

Several of the students prepared 
picture albums which included 
photographs taken during the 19th 
century. Others described the 
adversities that their families faced 
living in other countries“and their 
subsequent immigration to the 
United States. Some students were 
surprised to find famous relatives 
in their family's past. 

Students who elected to complete 
a local history project were 
responsible for preparing a 
research report on some aspect of 
Wilmington's history. Several of 
these projects took a "then and 
now" approach, comparing the 
town today to Wilmington SO or 
100 years ago. 

Students preparing these reports 
did much of their research in the 


Wilmington Memorial Library. 
One student was fascinated with the 
local history display at the library, 
and his remark to Mrs. Hayes that 
"I never thought Wilmington 
looked like that” seemed to sum up 
the attitude of most students. 

There is presently a display at the 
high school showcasing some of the 
research and photographs which 
were part of the projects. The 
public is invited to come view the 
display.

Planes flying above the 
Tewksbury Airport are “viable” to 
the radar at Logan Airport until 
they get down to a level of about 
600 feet. From that level they can 
often be landed visually 

Yes, it is possible for a private 
Person to get a license to fly air- 
planes at the Tewksbury Airport 
For a private person it takes two to 


three years, and that person will 
probably spend from $3,000 to 
$3,500 in getting that license,

Tech school committee 
begins budget planning

Members of the Shawsheen Tech 
School Committee have started 
planning next year's school budget.

Master Gunnery Sergeant Joseph 
D. Harrington of the United States 
Marine Corps (retired) has a 
distinctive history in that corps. He 
retired in 1986, after 25 years 
service and is now a resident of 
Jacksonville, North Carolina. 
Sometime after World War II he 
lived at 9 Amherst Rd., Wilming- 
ton and he began his education in 
the old West School on Shawsheen 
Avenue. 

One of his fondest memories is of 
Lena Eames, Lena Shaw Eames, a 
lady who taught off and on in the 
Wilmington schools for over 40 
years. Lena Shaw came down from 
Woolwich, Maine, about 1905 and 
began her Wilmington teaching 
career in the South School, on 
Chestnut Street. 

While she taught in that school 
she met one of the young men in 
Wilmington, Alden Eames. He was 
a civil engineer. They married in 
1908, They lived in the old Walker 
- Nichols house on Shawsheen 
House, a house dating back to about 
1730. 

Living next door to the West 
School, Lena began to teach there. 
Off and on for nearly 40 years 
Lena Eames taught in that school 
Sometimes there were four grades, 
sometiems there were two, There 
were times when there were not 
enough pupils, too. The few who 
came from that part of town would 
attend the Walker School 

Lena was a girl who instilled 
knowledge, and proper manners 
too, in her poupils. She had a 
playground outside, with one side 
for girls and the other for boys. She 
could watch the children during the 
lunch hour from within, and a rap 
cf her ring on the window pane 
kept the children in order 

In the early 1920s was a period in 
which the school was closed. For 
two years it was a local 
headquarters for the just started 
state police. Then it was shut down 
and became almost a wreck 

Boy Scouts from Troop 1, 
Wilmington , was there for two 
years. Only about three persons in 
Wilmington today remember that 
troop, a Canadian veteran, Hubert 
E. Cann, was the scoutmaster, and 
he fixed up the old school and 


equipped it with electric lights. 

About 1928 the school resumed, 
with Lena Eams again in charge. 
She taught, not steadily, for another 
20 years. 

In 1948 Joe Harrington became a 
pupil. Of course the first year was 
in the first grade. When he 


Harrington started school 
at old West School 


returned, it was for the second 
grade. 

Lena had him in the right row, 
first seat. A few days later Joe was 
moved to the next aisle. In a few 
weeks he was back in the first grade 
side. Lena gave him first grade 
studies to do. 

Joe protested. He was supposed to 
do second grade studies. Lena 
smiled and said he would do first 
grade studies 

Every morning there was a 
morning prayer, a Pledge of 
Allegiance to the American flag, 
and a patriotic song, 

‘On numerous occasions it was the 
Marine Humn - "From the Halls of 
Montezuma.” 

Joe says he made a mistake and 
asked Lena Eames what that song 
was. Lena told him, with more than 
a touch of pride in her voice. 

That was why Joe joined the 
United States Marines:

HAMMER TOES 
WHAT CAN BE DONE? 


Hammer toes are small-toe deformities that occur 
in the little joints of the toe. Their cause can be 
attributed to inherited bone and joint structures and 
are aggrivated by shoe gear. 

A hammer toe is usally a "claw-like" deformity of 
the first joint of the smaller toes. The joint "buckles" 
upwards and rubs in the shoes. The rubbing 
irritates the skin and the joint and causes a painful 
swollen joint along with a corn over the joint.

For more than three quarters 
Thursday the Wilmington Wildcats 
and the Tewksbury Redmen sloshed 
and slogged their way to a 0-0 
Thanksgiving morning standoff 
that was beginning to look like the 
perfect capper to a dismal season 
for both teams. 

The Redmen had seen enough of 
this shutout routine this season 
however, and decided that a decent 
TMHS defense had been frustrated 
long enough. 

Early in the fourth quarter junior 
quarterback Dave Boudreau found 
the man he had replaced five games 
ago with a two-yard touchdown 
toss for the game's only score. 

It was fitting that senior running 
back Jay Rideout caught the 
winning TD pass in this 
Thanksgiving game. 

Rideout, plagued by injuries and 
inconsistencies this season after 
quarterbacking Tewksbury to an 
8-2 finish a year ago, redeemed 
himself with a solid effort at his 
relatively new position Thursday.

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Taking a look at No. Reading's history = 


By JIM ROUILLARD 


Forty acres of land once went 
for a cow. 

Even more may have gone for 
red riding breeches. 

And the buyer rode home in 
his wife's petticoat. 

The town of North Reading 
today seems a generally quiet 
Place — but it’s a spot which 
may have begun life, according 
to one historian at least, in a 
kind of muted fever of land- 
grabbing. 

The town's historical roots 
are to be found in a grant of land 
made by the Massachusetts 
General Court in 1651. A few 
earlier, special grants had been 


made, According to Samuel 
LePage, to various people who 
had somehow assisted in the 
establishment of the Massa- 
chusetts Bay Colony. These 
include a peer of the realm who 
turned the land over as quick as 
he could to make a profit. 

The rest went to commoners. 

So this “Platt of Land,” which 
we know today as North 
Reading, ‘butted and bounded” 
by black oak, pine and walnut, 
the Bear Meadow swamp and 
the great (Ipswich) river — 
really first enters the historical | 
picture as a two-mile addition of | 
territory to the town of “Red- 
ding," which then included 
present-day Wakefield and/ 
Reading. |

“It does not appear that 
anything was done immediately 
about this new acquisition,” 
LePage continues in his ter- 
centenary editio1 History of 
North Reading” Seven years 
later allotments were made to 
those who, in accordance with 
the rules concerning com- 
moners, were eligible. 

‘Judging from what hap- 
pened later it would seem that 
this praying of the General 
Court for additional land was 
not so much because the new 
town needed the land, as it was 
a manifestation of the land- 
grabbing tendencies of these 
early settlers. None of those 
receiving land ever went north 
of the river to live ... All allot- 
‘ments were either sold or willed 
to members of the family.”” 

In any case, by the time the 
North Parish — North 
Reading’s direct ancestor — 
had been established in 1713, 
land had passed to, among 
others, the grandson of a 
Danvers woman executed for 
witchcraft and a rather en- 
terprising man named John 
Upton. 

On April Fool's Day, 1667, 
according to Middlesex County 
land records, Upton obtained 
forty acres of upland from Isaac 
Hart for “one cow." And yet 
even before this, according to 
LePage, Upton had first 
secured title to land in North 
Reading in a still more in- 
teresting fashion 

“Arrayed in a pair of bright 
red riding breeches he, with his 
wife ... rode across the river and 
were met by Indians who had 
left their summer camping 
grounds in New Hampshire and 
had come to camp near the 
Ipswich for the Winter. The 
chief of the tribe was very much 
intrigued by the flashing 
wearing apparel and wanted 
them for himself 

“He and Upton bargained and 
it was finally agreed that the 
breeches were to be exchanged 
for land. Upton wanted to return 
home and change, but the chief 
was afraid the bargain might 
escape him, so he demanded 
that the trousers be handed over 
then and there. In order to 
oblige, Upton and his wife 
retired to the brush where Mrs. 
Upton removed one of her six 
petticoats and her doughty 
husband, minus his pants, 
appeared in kilts after the 
fashion of his ancestors."’ 

There is no certainty 
however, according to LePage, 
as to who was the first actually

to settle in the part of old 
Reading which lay north of the 
Bear Meadow swamp. Town 
records for 1677 indicate that 
John Upton was granted the 
right to have a saw mill on the 
Ipswich, indicating he was 
already established in the 
region. 

As a probable response to the 
King Philip Indian War of 1675, 
LePage notes, there had been a 
petition from’ the northlanders 
for additional inhabitants in 
1676: 

“Only the hardy ones heard 
the petition,” he assumes, “but 
they came and by 1685” nine 
families are known to have been 
established as living in the land 
which now comprises North 
Reading. 

Like most chroniclers of life 
in early New England, LePage 
waxes eloquent on the hard- 
ships the first colonists faced 

“Today we can hardly ap 
preciate the task that lay before 
these early settlers. The land 
had to be cleared of trees and 
stones. Somehow the logs had to 
be hauled to the saw mill and 
the lumber for the new house 
hauled back again. 

“Then there were the wild 
animals. The meadow land 
separating these pioneers from 
their neighbors to the South was 
not without purpose called Bear 
Meadow. In 1685 a bounty of 15 
shillings was offered to anyone 
who killed a bear. 

“As late as 1706 a group (of 
Indians) fell upon the Harnden 
household in the western part of 
the Parish while the father was 
away. The mother and three 
children were killed and the 
remaining five children carried 
away.” 

Despite John Upton and his 
colorful means of obtaining land 
from the Indians, in order to 


YEAR

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regularize the process, the 
General Court had assumed 
ownership of the land and 
granted title deeds. 

Yet, according to LePage, 
“there still lingered in the 
minds of some of the Puritans 
the thoughts that the Indians 
had some claim to the land. 
More than one timid settler who 
fled in the face of the danger 
lost his home to someone 
claiming an Indian title. 

“(And so) eventually the 
General Court stepped in and 
called a halt... In 1701 the 
practice was entirely prohibited

“To those who had no social 
outlet and who desired to attend 
divine services this seemed like 
an intolerable situation.”

evening, they find they have left 
for the evening.

Hyperactive behavior 


Hyperactivity has been called 
the most common childhood 
behavior disorder. What is 
hyperactivity? When a child is 
constantly fidgety, aggressive, 
impulsive, reckless, unable to 
concentrate or listen, or 
generally ‘‘won’t keep still for 
two minutes,” hyperactivity is 
often suggested. 

Child psychiatrists urge 
parents not to assume 
hyperactivity simply because of 
a child's objectionable 
behavior. It is normal for any 
child to be fidgety and im- 
pulsive at times, as he or she 
transitions through normal 
developmental stages. 


Parents with hyperactive 
children who have joined 
support organizations like 
ACLD, Association for Children 
with Learning Disabilities, or 
the Association for 
Neurologically Handicapped 
Children, say that research into 
hyperactivity has helped their 
children and their families. 


Childhood hyperactivity, 
learning disabilities and 
minimal brain dysfunction have 
been studied since the 1930's. 
Studies reveal that from 1-15 
percent of children are 
hyperactive. This disorder 
occurs more often in children 
under the age of seven, and 
more often in boys. Some child 
psychiatrists recognize 
hyperactivity as “‘develop- 
mental lag,” possibly caused by 
a biochemical deficiency, A 
number of children seem to 


grow out of the behavior, but 
many do not. 

Parents whose children 
consistently seem to show signs 
of hyperactivity should see a 
physician or psychologist for a 
diagnostic evaluation. If the 
consultant determines that the 
child has a learning disability or 
minimal brain dysfunction, a 
multifacted treatment ap- 
proach will probably be 
discussed including medication, 
behavior modification and 
therapy 


TREATMENT 

Medication — Stimulants 
have been used since the syn- 
drome was first described, and 
are found to have a calming 
effect. Common medications 
are Ritalin, Dexedrine, Cylert. 
They may produce side effects 
such as insomnia, irritability, 
or poor appetite. More recently 
anti-depressants, particularly 
Desipramine have been 
prescribed. Medications should 
be under the supervision of the 
child’s physician or a child 
psychiatrist. 

Therapy — Generally therapy 
emphasizes consistency, clear 
rules, positive reinforcement 
and social activities with 1-2 
others at most,

ns 7 aoe housing starts, 
Boston will rank as the nation’s 
12th leading residential con- 
struction market in 1988, 
predicts Chicago Title In- 
surance Co. 

Housing starts in the market 
are projected to be up 5 percent 
over projected 1987 totals of 
26,600. However, by the end of 
next year, housing starts in the 
market (Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Area) will be up 153 
percent since 1984. 


Nationally, Chicago Title is 
projecting that housing starts 
will top 1.7 million next year. 
Construction will continue to 
rebound in many of the nation’s 
older, more traditional markets 
in the Northeast and Midwest 
For example, since 1984, 
housing starts are up 126 per- 
cent in Detroit, 91 percent in 
Milwaukee, 84 percent in 
chee and 79 percent in 
Cleveland.

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More tax reforms next year 


According to Joseph M. 
Flynn, CPA Partner with Ar- 
thur Young and a member of 
the Federal Taxation Com- 
mittee of the Massachusetts 
Society of Certified Public 
Accountants, Inc., tax brackets 
will change dramatically in 
1988. Several other provisions 
will change as well. 

The most dramatic change 
will be in the tax rate structure. 
This year, there are five 
brackets ranging from 11 
percent to 38.5 percent. In 1988, 
the brackets are reduced to 
three: 15, 28 and 33 percent. For 
many people, the new tax 
brackets are good news because 
they will result in lower taxes. 
For example, a married couple 
with a combined taxable in- 
come of $32,000 will pay $107 
less in taxes under the new 
brackets compared to 1987. 

It's not all good news, 
however. The couple with a 
taxable income of $32,000 will be 
in the same bracket as a couple 
with a taxable income of $70,000 
— a marked difference from the 
highly progressive tax rate of 
just two years ago. 

The new tax rates also mean 
higher taxes for some people 
with low incomes. For a single 
person, tax on a taxable income 
of $15,000 will be $2,178 for 1987, 
but for 1988, taxes on the same 
taxable income jump to $2,250. 

The deduction for consumer 
interest also changes in 1988. 
For 1987, interest on consumer 
credit other than qualified home 
mortgage interest is only 65 
percent deductible. 


Long-term capital gains for 
high income people also face a 
tax change in 1988. The 
maximum rate on long-term 
capital gains was limited to 28 
percent in 1987. For next year, 


38,500; Phoenix, 37,400; and the 28 percent cap has been 
Minneapolis-St. Paul, 30,100 lifted. As a result, taxpayers in 
the 33 percent bracket face an 
increase of five percent in their 
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Not All Bad News 

Change in the 1988 tax code is 
not all bad news, however. 

Taxpayers are getting a 
bigger standard deduction and 
personal exemption. For single 
taxpayers, the standard 
deduction increases to $3,000 
from $2,540. For those married 
and filing jointly, the deduction 
increases to $5,000 from $3,760. 
Married but filing separately 
jumps to $2,500 from $1,880. 
Heads of households get an 
increase to $4,400 from $2,540. 

The personal exemption also 
rises to $1,950 from $1,900. For 
those 65 or over or who are 


blind, there is an extra standard 
deduction of $600 if married, or 
$750 if single. These extra 
standard deductions replace the 
extra personal exemptions that 
have been repealed. For those 
both elderly and blind, two 
extra standard deductions are 
allowed. 

Joseph Flynn notes that while 
these changes don't take effect 
until 1988, they may influence 
your tax planning now.

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Bangladesh women cycle to social change 


As a child, Louise Cormier 
gleefully rode her bicycle 
through the picturesque Quebec 
countryside near her home 
outside Montreal. 

“I never thought that knowing 
how to ride a bicycle would 
make a difference in the lives of 
women thousands of miles away 
in Asia," Cormier says. 

“I certainly didn’t ever 
dream women would be 
shunned by their husbands and 
other men, harassed in public or 
even have stones thrown at 
them for pedaling a bicycle.”” 


Cormier is a development 
specialist for CARE, the in- 
ternational relief and 
development organization, and 
she works in rural areas of 
Bangladesh. 

With nearly 100 million people 
crammed into a country the size 
of Wisconsin, Bangladesh is the 
world’s most densely populated 
nation and one of its poorest. Its 
people receive little formal 
education, and suffer from 
malnutrition and many diseases 
virtually eradicated in 
developed nations. 


For Cormier and the dozens of 
poor women with whom she 
works, riding bicycles brought 
them ly into conflict with 
centuries-old tradition that 
restricts women in Bangladesh 
from any role other than 
staying at home to cook for her 
husband and bear his children. 

The drama began innocently 
enough, when CARE sought a 
convenient and economical 
mode of transportation for 
community health promoters 
trained in one of its projects. 

Some of the women who 
participate are designated as 
“coaches,” and they are hired 
to travel to villages in the region 
to pass on what they have 
learned to their neighbors. 

Using colorful posters and 
other props, the health coaches 
discuss malnutrition and how it 
can be prevented by eating a 
balanced diet. They also talk 
about how innoculations and 
simple precautions can help 
prevent some of the common 
diseases that plague the poor of 
Bangladesh. 

“It's a case of local women 
talking to other women,” 
Cormier says. “They have a 
credibility and establish a 
rapport that an outsider might 
never have.” 

With little public tran- 
sportation, the health in- 
structors were grounded in 
their own villages until Sandra 
Laumark, who pioneered the 
program for CARE, hit upon the 
bicycle as an answer to their 
transportation needs. 

But in Bangladesh, bicycling 
is reserved for men, The women 
were afraid to ride bikes. Some 
even talked about dropping out 
of the program. 

Laumark, who has since 
moved on to Mali where she 
directs CARE's operations 
throughout that West African 
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nation, still vividly remembers 
some of the problems she faced 
getting the women even to sit on 
a bicycle. 

“Most of them were in tears,”” 
Laumark recalls. “We had to 
take them by the hand, sit them 
on the bikes and put their feet on 
the pedals.” 

The training sessions were 
made even more awkward by 
cultural taboos about using your 
left hand and touching 
someone's feet. 

As an incentive, the women 
were offered a prize of an extra 
month’s pay if they rode their 
bikes to work. Those who did 
ran into another problem when 
their traditional outfit, the sari, 
kept getting caught up in the 
bicycles’ spokes. Some string 
and a good knot soon solved 
that. 

The once-hestitant women 
mastered bicycling so easily 
that many graduated to 
motorized bicycles, and some 
ride motorcycles. 

“One woman got so involved 
in cycling, she started making 
repairs to her bike. She took it 
apart piece by piece and 
reassembled it,"’ Cormier says. 
“We call her the mechanic.”” 

For their own protection, the 
women went out initially in 
pairs and were accompanied by 
a male bodyguard. Many were 
heckled, some were jeered. 
Others were the targets of 
stones or were jostled. The 
harassment only stiffened their 
resolve. Husbands who were 
reluctant became supportive of 
their wives’ cycling after they 
saw how important it was to 
their work. 

A few indignant men may still 
heckle them, but the women 
have been accepted in their new 
roles. Meanwhile, Laumark has 
begun a similar program in 
Mali, where dozens of women 
health monitors and 
agricultural extension agents 
travel to remote villages on 
motorized bikes. 

“It's tronic how the simple 
little things in life often prompt 
the biggest change,” Cormier 
says, 


Speaker has help 


for suicide survivors 


Adina Wrobleski, 
suicidologist from Minneapolis, 
Minn., will speak on Sunday, 
December 6. 

She was invited here by the 
Balter Institute as part of an 
Open House and mini con- 
ference celebrating the opening 
of the Institute. The title of her 
speech is “Suicide: What We 
Must Do! '" 

The speech is offered in 
cooperation with the Division of 
Graduate and Continuing 
Education, Salem State College. 

Wrobleski is a professional 
speaker who knows about 
suicide personally and profes- 
sionally. In 1979 her daughter, 
Lynn, shot and killed herself. As 
a result of this, she undertook a 
long, intensive, and continuing 
study of the subject of suicide. 

Wrobleski says, ‘‘Suicide is a 
behavior that leads to death, 
and it is poorly understood. We 
have been hampered for cen- 
turies by the taboo and stigma 
placed on suicide.” 

“In the past, the easy thing 
has been to blame families for 
suicide. People believed that if 
families had just loved and 
understood the person well 
enough, he or she would not 
have killed him/herself.” 


She is noted for her 
knowledge and work with 
suicide survivors — people 
grieving a suicide death. A 
research paper she wrote on the 
problems of grief after suicide 
was one of four selected for 
publication in the journal, 
“Israel Journal of Psychiatry.” 
It will also be included with 
seventy-five other papers in a 
book, “Grief and Bereavement 
in Contemporary Society.” 

Wrobleski was also one of 160 
people invited by Surgeon 
General Everett Koop to par- 
ticipate in a workshop on self- 
help in Los Angeles this fall. 

She was part of a delegation 
this summer at a conference 
sponsored by the National In- 
stitute of Mental Health to 
foster better, and more 
cooperative efforts, between 
professionals and parents of 
emotionally disturbed or 
mentally ill young people.

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Home Care Week 


MELROSE — The week of 
Nov. 29 — Dee. 5 is officially 
designated as Home Care Week 
in Massachusetts and 
throughout the nation. 

‘This is a time when those who 
provide health care to patients 
in their homes reflect on their 
roles and their ac- 
complishments during the past 
12 months, 

“Home care is the provision 
of a comprehensive array of 
services designed to help an 
elderly or disabled person who 
might otherwise be confined to 
an institution to remain in the 
community,” explains Eda 
George, head of the Department 
of Continuing Care at Melrose- 
Wakefield Hospital. 

“Home care is also available 
to families or individuals 
troubled by a variety of health 
and social problems who need 
help to improve the quality of 
their lives,” she sald. Such 
services include homemaking, 
home health aide services, 
nursing care, rehabilitative 
therapy, social work, case 
management, nutrition, 
counselling, transportation, 
medical equipment, chore 
services, respite care and 
companion services. 

Melrose-Wakefield Hospital's 
home care program is rather 
unique because it is “hpspital- 
based.” This means the patient 
has access to all hospital ser- 
vices, and all the medical ex- 
pertise offered at the hospital, 
at any time. It also means that 
there is a ‘‘continuity of care’ 
for the patient who is 
hospitalized at Melrose- 
Wakefield and who chooses the 
home care program upon 
discharge. 

In Massachusetts, there are 
only 11 “hospital-based” home 
care programs operating at 
present. 

Because Melrose-Wakefield 
Hospital recently had its ac- 
creditation renewed for the 
maximum three-year period by 
the Joint Commission on Ac- 
creditation of Hospitals, clients 


ap- 
proximately 140 visits a week to 
clients in Melrose, Wakefield, 
Saugus, Malden, Stoneham, 
Reading and surrounding 
communities. Over the course 
of a year, they make more than 
7,000 such visits. 

“The provision of home 
support services is in the best 
interest of the community,” 
said Ms. George. “Most people 
prefer to remain in their own 
homes and do better there. 
Family life is easier to maintain 
than to rebuild if disrupted, and 
home care, in most cases, is a 
desirable and economical 
alternative to institutional 
care.” 


Ms. George pointed out that, 
at Melrose-Wakefield, patients 
making the transition from the 
hospital to home are assigned a 
“home care coordinator” if 
they will be receiving further 
care. The coordinator’s job is to 
make the transition as smooth 
as possible for the patient. 


“We often see patients and 
their families at a time of 
crisis,” she said, ‘‘and it gives 
us a great deal of satisfaction to 
be able to set up safe, effective 
home care programs that will 
help foster their recovery to the 
fullest extent possible."’ 


Home care services are 
certified for reimbursement by 
the major insurers, and by 
Medicare and Medicaid. Some 
health maintenance 
organizations (HMOs) also 
provide home care coverage.

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The words ‘holiday’ and 
‘feast’ are synonymous in many 
languages. Religious and 
family: gatherings prompt 
people to plan, prepare, and 
consume rich delicacies they do 
not eat at other times during the 
year. 

Individuals whose diets 
contain caloric, sodium, sugar, 
or other restrictions often find 
holiday periods especially 
difficult. While others an- 
ticipate indulging in overeating 
and rich foods, they are forced 
to observe restrictions in order 
to maintain their health 
Although families and friends 
include them in celebrations, 
the search for appetizing foods 
everyone can enjoy can create 
frustration. As a result, people 
on restricted diets eat separate 
meals or are excluded from 
gatherings which involve eating 


and drinking. 
Pamela Cote, R.D., chief 
dietitian at Winchester 


Hospital, says, “Holiday feast 
planning for restricted diets can 
be as rewarding as any other 
type of menu planning. This is a 
time when most cooks take 
extra time to plan menus. It is 
possible to keep ‘the old 
favorites’ and make them fit 
restricted diets. The extra 
thought required to consider 
these diets can be especially 
rewarding.” 

Anyone who plans to cook for 
a restricted diet should first 
consult the ingredient list for a 
recipe. Most cookbooks have 
lists of ingredient substitutions 
which help make food ac- 
ceptable for restricted diets 
without altering the taste of the 


dish. Low fat yogurt is a 
good substitute for sour cream 


and warms the 
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Dieting in the holiday season 


and mayonnaise as a topping, 
thickener, or base for dips. 

Vegetables and meats can be 
cooked and served with broth, 
salt substitutes, herbs, spices, 
and flavorings instead of butter, 
margarine, or creamed sauces. 

Bakers may consider sub- 
‘stituting whole grain flours for 
bleached wheat flours in 
breads, muffins, and special 
holiday treats. 

“In most recipes, far more 
fat, sugar, and salt are called 
for than is really needed to cook 
the food properly. I would 
suggest cooks try using half the 
amount and, if that works, try 
even less the next time they 
make a recipe,” Cote said. 

Cote also suggests that 
anyone preparing holiday 
menus for persons on restricted 
diets consider using fresh 
rather than commercially 


prepared foods. Fresh foods 
contain much lower amounts of 
sodium and other preservatives 
forbidden by many diets. They 
can be cooked simply and used 
in many dishes as garnishes, 
appetizers, toppings or as 
replacements for restricted 
foods. For example, fresh fruit 
is a refreshing low sugar top- 
Ping for pound, sponge, or angel 
cake. Turkey is also an ex- 
cellent main course which is 
allowed in most diets. 

The dietary staff at Win- 
chester Hospital has developed 
several recipes acceptable for 
many restricted diets. They are 
available in racks in the 
hospital's lobbies during the 
holiday season, Individuals who 
require a consultation about 
‘special diets may call Ms. Cote 
at 729-9000, Ext.

Fear. The fear of aging, of 
anonymity, of rejection. These 
are timeless themes we all have 
to cope with, but which most 
affect those accustomed to 
glamour and adoration, like a 
successful actress. 

In Anna, Sally Kirkland plays 
a middle-aged woman 
desperately trying to cope with 
the ravages time brings with it. 
In the mid-sixties Anna was at 
the crest of her career. She was 
the darling of the Czech cinema, 
married to a famous young 
director and expecting her first 
child. But when Russian tanks 
rolled into the country while her 
husband was away at a film 
festival, Anna was thrown into 
jail as a political prisoner for 
speaking out against the new 
government. 

Accepting a permanent exile 
upon her release rather than 
denounce her beliefs, Anna 
headed for New York, where 
she planned to join her husband 
and rebuild her career. Things 
just didn’t quite work out as she 
hoped. Her husband divorced 
her, wanting no sad reminders 
of his past while America didn’t 
seem to want, or care about, yet 
another actress, talented or not. 

This tragic background is 
what makes Anna the fragile 
creature she is. Thanks to 
Kirkland’s brilliant per- 
formance, we learn that Anna is 
still filled with passion and 
rage, although she’s becoming 
depleted of the strength that 
once filled her. But she lets you 
occasionally peek into her past 
at the beautiful and unique 
woman she was when 20 years 
of sadness hadn’t eaten away at 
her. 

As the film opens, Anna 
befriends a shabby refugee, 
played adroitly by international 
model Paulina Porizkova. This 
kerchiefed Czech girl has 
arrived in New York clutching a 
photo of the young Anna amid 
her few belongings. As Anna 
has been reduced to pathetic 
posturing by an arrogant 
director just to get a meager job 
in the theatre, she welcomes 
this awkward immigrant, 
Krystina, Offering her a place 
to stay and her friendship, Anna 
is rewarded by the blind ad- 
miration she so yearns for. 

It is here that the film 
becomes reminiscent of “All 
About Eve,” with Porizkova 
playing Anne Baxter's Eve to 
Kirkland’s Betty Davis. Anna 
~ teaches Krystina English, how 
to flirt, how to get a job. But her 
pupil is no slouch. She quickly 
figures out that capping your 
teeth and being particularly

friendly to directors will help 
one find one’s cinematic way. 

It is as Krystina begins her 
ascent that Anna begins to 
crumble. And it is here that 
Kirkland’s performance attains 
an Oscar-winning level. We see 
her strength become hysteria, 
her fortitude turn into a num- 
bing anger that allows the 
irrational to superimpose the 
rational. Kirkland manages to 
call up the raw emotion you'd 
expect from someone no longer 
able to adapt to a life they never 
,wanted anyway. 

The dialogue, especially in 
the quiet moments, is star- 
tlingly true to life. As Anna and 
Krystina laze around, and Anna 
divulges her past in halting 
whispers, or when Krystina 
reads her letters home and 
reveals a searing insight into 
American culture, you feel like 
you are eavesdropping, 
listening in on real women in an 
actual situation. 

While the story is engrossing, 
and Porizkova makes a strong 
showing in her first role, this is 
Kirkland’s vehicle. And the 
amazing thing is that she gives 
the performance of the year, 
and the best in her career, all 
the while managing a tricky 
Czech accent with complete 
credulity 


Short Takes 


Three Men and a Baby is an 
effervescent remake of the 
leaden French flick, Three Men 
and a Cradle.
